The I . S. Public Health Service 
and the various 
State an d 
local 
boards of health have taken 
a d e ­ 
quate m easures for the abolition of 
th a t distributer of disea e germs, the 
common towel. 
Now comes the news 
th a t the common w a sh rag is even a 
gre ater menace to health. The hotels 
and publie hostelries 
have recogni­ 
zed this fo r some time, and have s u p ­ 
plied their guests 
with 
sterilized 
wash 
cloths m 
individual 
sealed 
packets. 
The dam p “ sour*’ smelling 
w a sh rag 
-till 
exi-t-, 
however, 
in 
m any private 
bath 
rooms. 
Im per­ 
fectly washed out a f te r use, 
f r e ­ 
quently not wrung out at all, it 
is 
often hung over a rack or radiator 
near an open window, there to col­ 
lect dust 
and dirt. 
Frequently 
the 
same w a sh rag is used bv th<* entire 
family thus affording an ea-y means 
of transferre nce o f mouth secretions 
from 
person to person. 
In 
many 
households each individual has his 
own wash d o t h and his individual 
towel, but these hang so close to one 
another that there 
i- ready 
inter­ 
change of bacteria. 
Each individual 
should have hi< own wadi cloth. It 
should 
be thoroughly 
washed 
out 
with clean hot water, a f te r use. 
It 
should be then wrung as nearly dry 
as possible and if possible hung in 
the sun to dry. It should not come in 
contact with other w ash cloths, 
in 
tin* investigations the F. S. Public 
Health Service is conducting in re­ 
gard l<> the prevalence of trachom a 
it has been found that common t o w ­ 
el- probably acted as a medium of 
distribution of the germ of disease.

THE COMMON WASHRAG 


The TJ. S, Public Health Service 


and the various 
State and local 


boards of health :have taken ade- 
quate measures for the abolition of 
that distributer of. disease germs, the 
common toweL Now comes the news 
that the common washrag is even a 
greater menace j;p health. The hotels 
and public hostelries have recogni- 
zed this for some time, and have sup- 
plied their guests -with 
sterilized 


wash cloths in. individual 
sealed 


packets, --The damp ''sour" smelling 
washrag still exists, however, in 
many private bath rooms. Imper- 
fectly wasted out after use, fre- 
quently not wrung out at all, it is 
often hung, over a rack or radiator 
near an open window, there to col- 
lect 4usfc~ and dirt. Frequently the 
same washrag is used by the entire 
family thus affording an easy means, 
of transferrence of mouth secretions 
from person to -person. In many 
household^ each individual has his 
own wash cloth and his individual 
towel, but these hang so close to one 
another that there is ready inter- 
change of bacteria. Bach individual 
should have his own wash cloth. It 
should he thoroughly washed out 
with clean hat water, after use. It 
should be then wrung as nearly dry 
as possible and if possible hung in 
the sun to dry. It should not come in 
contact with other wash cloths. In 
the investigations the U. S. Public 
Health Service is conducting in re- 
gard to the prevalence of trachoma 
it has been found that common tow- 
els probably acted as a medium of 
distribution of the germ of disease. 


A Near Calamity 


It was thought a good joke when 


it was proposed that all women 
should stick to their homes. for one 
day to answer the arguments against 
equal suffrage that "a woman's place 
is her home." Now that such a 
"strike" has been decided upon, the 
joke threatens to become a near- 
calamity. For in New York alone 
there are 600,000 women who work 
outside their own homes, and in the 
whole country there are 8,000,000 
women wage earners.

Each candidate for president, vice- 
president, 
governor and . United 


States senator has to* pay $100 to 
the state treasurer to have his name 
placed on the primary ballot. 


Candidates for county and town- 


ship offices paying more than $100 
have to pay the clerk of the court a 
fee equal to one per cent of the sal- 
ary of the offices they seek and the 
clerk in turn pays it to the treasurer. 
This fee has to be paid before the 
candidate's name goes on the pri- 
mary ticket at least thirty days be- 
fore the primary. 


Candidates for the nominations for 


any city office which pays a salary 
of not less than $100 shall pay to the 
city cleark at least thirty days jbe- 
fore the primary a fee equal to one 
per cent, of the salary of the office 
for which he seeks 'the nomination. 
Such fees received 'by the city clerk 
are to be paid into the city treasurer. 


Candidates for any office, town- 


ship, city or county, which pay a 
salary, but less than $100 a year 
must pay to the secretary of state, 
clerk of the 
circuit court 
or city 


clerk a fee of one dollar 
at least 


thirty days before the primary, else 
his name will not appear on the pri- 
mary ballot. 
, 


There are two provisions covering 


cases of offices 
not, coming under 


the general heads mentioned. 


One says that any candidate for 


any office for which compensation is 
"received either in salary or fees, or 
wholly in fees shall pay to the pro- 
per officer at least thirty days be- 
fore the primary a fee of one per 
cent of the fees and salaries col- 
lected and retained by the incumbent 
of tha t office, 
such fees to be es- 


timated on the basis of fees received 
for such office for the first year pre- 
ceding such primary for which a re- 
port is available. 


The other provision is that candi- 


dates for county councilmen, town- 
ship advisory board and 
precinct 


committee shall not be required 
to 


pay any such fee.

$3,650,000,000—must be furnished 
by the nation—the people.

The answer is: 
Strict economy— 


starting right, away. 


This is the keynote of a stern mes- 


sage to the people from the Parlia- 
mentary AYar Savings Committee, 
headed by Premier Asquith, Bouar 
Law and other notables. Assisted by 
experts 
on national economy, the 


committee is telling the people what 
to save and how to save it. 


A booklet for nation-wide distri- 


bution, soon to 
be published by 


the committee will place the 
issue 


before every British citizen, rich and 
poor, high and-low. The^ language is 
simple and to the point. 


Here is the little problem in arith- 


metic that the government econom- 
ists write on the national blackboard 
for Mr. John Bull: 


Eliminate the millions and just 


suppose that the British government 
were an every day garden variety oi 
man—John Bull. John has been en- 
joying a comfortable income of $11,- 
500 a year. After spending money 
for household necessities, week-end 
trips to the sea shore and furnish- 
ing gasoline for his automobile he 
has been able to save $1500 a year. 
Then suppose, 
suddenly, he finds: 


himself enmeshed in a lawsuit with 
his aggressive neighbor, Herr Jo- 
hann Schmidt, of Berlin. 
To carry 


on the lawsuit he must spend $5,000 
a year. How can he find the money? 


He has four alternatives, the gov- 


ernment experts say: 


'(1) Sell his investments. 


*- (2) Borrow from other people. 


(3) Draw on money he has in the 


bank. 


(4) Save out of 
the money he 


usually spends. 


But if he employs any of the first 


three suggestions he will come out 
of the law-suit poorer than he went 
in. There is but one logical sugges- 
tion and that is to save—eliminate 
the luxuries. 
It means that 
he'll 


have to economize, to eat, drink, 
smoke and dress less expensively; 
keep fewer servants, travel less, go 
to the threatre less; utilize his gar- 
den to grow the flowers that he for- 
merly bought of the florist, and the 
potatoes and vegetables that he pre- 
viously took from the grocer; gar- 
age his aiitomo;bile and do without 
innumerable unnecessary 'things that 
eat into the family exchequer. If 
John Bull does all this he can keep 
on' with his suit against Johahn 
Schmidt indefinitely and when it is 
all/over he will be no-poorer. He 
can then revert to the original and 
more comfortable mode of living. 


This, say the parliamentary econ- 


omists, is the government's plan in 


nutshell. ^ It means to save and 


scrape to keep up its battlefield law- 
suit to the indefinite end— and to 
emprge with unimproved credit.
